The) proceeded south slowly 
for two daj sand crossed a -mall brauchof 
the I.cna which the) had to wade, Qu Octo- 
ber Oth they stopped nta small hut wheie 
Erlckson died the ne.\t day and was burled in 
tlio Lena. By this time they were In a 
deplorable condition, having eaten (heir la$t 
dog meat and being on an allowance of three 
ounces of alcohol jter man i*r day.

DeLong decided to send two men ahead to 
seek relief.
